But 
contrary to a popular Impression, their ad- 
ministration waant any too progressive, so 
the Elsenhower comparison ttIU pass. 
The Cleveland sdmlnlstratlon was marked 
. by breaking the Pullman strike with federal 
iroops, repression of ths Cctxey's army march 
on Washington and hard times for everTone, 
In which ■Washington refused to take any ac-" 
tlon for relief. 

It was In 1898 that WlUlam McKlnley won 
the presidency and began 18 years of contin- 
uous Republican control of the White House. 
T^fl McKlnley administration war an era of 
low taxes, high protective t&rUfs, gold-stand- 
ard, sound money. That U what the more 
conservative wing of the Republican party, 
for which Congressmen Brown and Reed are 
spokesmen, wants to go back to. ' 

One major catch In this, however. Is that 
in the days of McKlnley, Theodore Roosevelt 
and William H. Talt. there were more 
registered Republicans In the country than 
there were Democrats. The Republican alO' 
gan, "The full dinner paU," had great appeal 
to the voters, but It Is doubtful If an election 
could be won oq such n platform now. , 
Statistics' today shbW more regular Demo- 
, crats than regular Republicans are register- 
ed. What is stUl more Important, there Is a 
large proportion of independent voters who, 
switching from one ticket to another, hold 
the real balance of power, 
. —The problem of-thB-Republlcan party Is to 
shape a program that wlUiappeal to enough 
Democrats and Independents so that they 
wUl vote for GOP candldatea. 

President Elsenhower believes he is shaping 
such a prograni. Admitting frankly that ho is 
a novice tn politics, the President nonethe- 
less has stated repeatedly that he wants to bo 
the President of all the people of the United 
States and not Just the head of a party. 

He wonts to put forward and have enacted 
a program that, the mass of the American 
people will say is a good one. He says he does 
not know any other way to win votes and ho 
doesn't feel that he will deserve votes \inless 
he can put forward a record of progress tliat 

wm attralirTOtes. ~ 

To the Independent voter, this will make 
completo sense. But the issue of a broad 
Republican appeal versus a narrow appeal to 
the Republican Old Guard alone will be over, 
under nnd behind eveiy action taken in the 
next session of congress.'And the future of 
the Republican party is at stoke. 

Some of the President's most severe critics 
within his own party complain ttiat in t^e 10 
months he has been In the White House, the 
Prc^dent has not done enough. This Is cited 
as the principal cause for Republican upsets In 
recent off-year elections. 

In this connection, Walter Chamblln, vice 
president of the National Association of 
Miinufacturers, has offered the GOP some 
good advice. Instead of talking about what 
they have not done, or are going to do next 
year, the Republicans should talk more about 
what they have accomplished In the post 10 
months, says Mr. Chamblln. 

tinder President Elsenhower's leadership, 
these things have been done: Price and wage 
controls have been ended; appropriations for 
this year have been cut 13.5 billion dollars be- 
low budget estimates; government employ- 
ment has been reduced and nearly 1,500 se- 
curity Ylsks separated from government serv- 
ice; a definite commitment has been made to 
let corporation' and Individual Income tax 
cuts go Into effect, and the shooting has been 
stopped in Korea. This Is certainly not a rec- 
ord to bo ashamed of.
